To  Horo  Mountain  Missions 

The  IMS  annual  meeting  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Souther* 
Baptist  Convention  haa  Just  been  held 
la  Atlanta.  An  advance  program  far 
the  five  years  beginning  1951  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Assistant  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  Courts  Radford,  and  approved  by 
the  Board.  In  1943  the  Board  had  438 
missionaries  and  was  just  completing 
the  payment  of  a  burdensome  debt. 
Today  the  Board  has  744  missionaries. 
The  advance  program  calk  for  con¬ 
siderable  increase  In  the  number  of 
missionaries  and  In  the  budget  ef 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  In  the  face 
of  the  great  need  before  the  Board  its 
members  will  seek  ways  and  means  of 
Increasing  the  Income  so  as  to  enter 
ns m  fields  which  are  challenging. 

The  budget  adopted  by  the  Board 
ter  1950  operations  was  31380.000.0lt 
practically  the  same  as  during  tha 
past  year. 

The  area  at  the  Home  Mission 
Board  was  revealed  to  be  3300.484 
square  miles  with  seventy-three  m  fl¬ 
it  ons  of  people  In  the  territory.  More 
than  twenty-one  million  people  wlth- 
to  the  convention  territory  Uve  be¬ 
yond  the  reach  of  a  Baptist  church. 

A  mountain  mission  program,  with 
A.  B.  Cash  as  secretary,  was  prom  tit¬ 
rated  and  w*  be  operated  in  oe- 
spe ration  with  Kentucky  Baptists. 

B.  r.  Oanison  was  re-elected 
President  at  the  Board,  Dr.  Jas.  P. 
Wesberry,  Ties  President,  and  Du, 
Monroe  P.  Bwllley  as  Recording  Sec¬ 
retory  AH  staff  members  were  re- 
steeted.  The  Board  has  744  employee*

Through  the  years  we  have  made  our 
mistakes  but  we  feel  we  have  never 
made  one  In  the  matter  of  changing 
fields.  We  want  to  continue  in  His  will. 

Some  calls,  while  appreciated,  did  not 
grip  us  enough  to  demand  serious  con¬ 
sideration. 

Another  call  came  with  an  attendant 
urge.  This  time  from  Kentucky  at  a 
salary  of  *9.000  and  a  $30,00*  home  with 
field  expense.  It  Involved  great  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  two  trips  were  made  just  to 
make  sure.  We  appreciated  it  but  did 
not  feel  It  was  for  us.  The  folks  were 
great  in  the  Spirit  of  Christ  In  inviting 
us  for  a  revival  after  we  had  said  “No” 
to  the  offer.  Even  Christians  do  no* 
usually  have  that  sort  of  spirit! 

A  request  came  for  us  to  go  into  an 
evangelistic  work  that  Is  well-nigh  na¬ 
tion  wide!  (This  is  at  our  present  salary 
level.)  It  has  real  appeal  In  scope  and 
nature  of  work  involved! 

Still  another  call  comes  from  a  church 
serving  in  a  section  of  a  great  city — 
with  one  hundred  thousand  (106.000)  peo¬ 
ple  within  blocks  around  the  church. 
Some  leaders  drive  seven  miles  from 
various  directions  across  the  city. 

One  or  two  other  possibilities  are  be¬ 
fore  us. 

Some  of  our  top  (than  whom  there  are 
no  “topper”)  Mississippi  Baptist  leaders 
knowing  of  some  of  these  offers  and 
also  of  the  fart  that  we  did  not  feel  un¬ 
kindly  toward  the  offers  came  to  us  in 
the  Baptist  Building  months  ago  and  all 
urged  us,  some  with  tears  in  their  eyes, 
to  “stay  by  the  stuff”  in  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  life.  The  most  spiritual  man  we  know 
was  among  them.  All  others  present 
were  God’s  good  men! 

Two  years  ago  leaders  pressed  upon 
ua  to  the  effect  we  just  must  lead  a 
campaign  coming  up  just  then. 

We  give  you  this  picture  to  show  you 
some  of  the  problem*  under  which  wo 
have  labored.

X.  We  would  keep  evangelism  flrto. 
Wo  have  not  done  nearly  enough  but  wo 
have  held  revivals,  done  personal  sosft 
winning,  planned  evangelistic  conferen¬ 
ces,  written  evangelistic  tracts  aa! 
sponsored  their  distribution  in  quanti¬ 
ties  numbering  hundreds  sf  thousand*! 

4.  We  practiced  economies  both  per¬ 
sonal  and  professional.  Personalty, 
we  chose  to  drive  low-priced 
automobiles.  We  chose  te  live  la  a 
modest  priced  home.  We  knew  toe  mneh 
about  the  hardships  endured  by  many 
pastors  and  church  people  te  do  other¬ 
wise. 

Professionally,  the  records  show  that 
despite  expanding  work  the  percentage 
of  overhead  costs  have  reached  aa  ad 
time  low.  The  records  aloe  show  Missis¬ 
sippi's  overhead  to  be  well  below  the 
average  In  total. 

5.  We  would  by  the  grace  of  God 
and  the  cooperation  of  the  brethren: 
(1)  get  rid  of  burdensome  denomination¬ 
al  debts;  <t)  do  away  with  terrific  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  losses:  (8)  lower  overhead 
costs  by,  (a)  getting  rid  of  debts,  (hi 
doing  away  with  Baptist  Record  losses, 
(e)  letting  State  Missions  share  14*0 
W.  M.  U.  budget,  (d)  paying  some  aver- 
head  from  the  “R”  account,  (e)  prao- 
tirlng  economies  all  along  the  line,  (f) 
carrying  the  load  of  work  that  should 
long  ago  have  been  shared  with  two  er 
three  other  men. 

4.  Developing  a  great  State  Mission 
program.  We  had  only  four  departments 
and  they  were  not  adequately  supported. 
We  now  have  twelve  departments  tilth 
larger  budgets  and  more  helpers. 

7.  We  wanted  te  see  an  increase  hi 
giving:  (1)  first,  mere  churches  sup¬ 
porting  all  the  work  of  CTirist  through 
the  Cooperative  Program.  We  have  seen 
the  number  of  cooperating  churches 
grow  from  over  900  te  over  ltftft;  (8) 
more  people  increasing  their  own  vol¬ 
ume  of  giving  through  Scriptural  tithes 
and  offerings.  We  have  thus  seen  total 
contributions  through  the  office  grow 
from  *2 Oft. 40ft  U  Jl.ftftO.ftftft,  to  Sl.Sftft.ftftft 
to  *1,900. 00ft.  Doxology! 

This  and  more  was  net  without  fee¬ 
ing  practical  problems. 

First,  debts  overshadowed  everything! 
People  talked  debts.  People  wrote  about 
debts.  People  fussed  about  debts.  Bap¬ 
tists  were  defeated  In  their  hearts.  They 
had  te  be  made  te  believe  K  could  be 
done.  They  were  divided  In  their  ranks 
A  unity  had  te  be  brought  about.  Many 
were  mad.  A  good  .will  had  te  be  gen¬ 
erated.  At  first  the  Interest  could  set  be 
paid.  However,  debts  were  paid  and  paid 
ten  years  ahead  of  Unas  saving  *300.ftftft 
In  interest!

On  our  visit  to  South  America  to  goad 
will  fer  Mississippi  Baptists  we  left  a 
few  *86. ft*  er  *5ft.ftft  checks  with  mission¬ 
aries  contacted.  Churchea  and  individ¬ 
uals  also  sent  some  by  ua. 

Second.  Southern  Baptist  leaders  and 
State  leader*  have  aa  agreement  fixing 
certain  W.  M.  U.  budget  Items  a* 
chargeable  against  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  and  ether  items  te  be  carried  kg 
State  Missions.  Mississippi  had  taken 
so  mock  Cooperative  Program  money 
we  let  State  Missions  help  m  catch  M 
at  this  point. 

Tens  sf  thousands  sf  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  dollars  before  distribution  weal 
for  Christian  Education  debt  expenses. 
Where  is  conscience  to  that? 

When  debts  were  paid,  when  lmstitn- 
ttona  were  to  good  shape,  when  money 
was  plentiful,  we  joined  ether*  In  asking 
fer  aa  Assistant,  preferably  a  layman 
to  handle  bookkeeping,  finances,  eta. 
Daring  aa  emergency  fer  Christ's  sake 
we  were  willing  te  sacrifice  health,  the 
comfort  sf  heme,  and  fellowship  sift 
friends.  Baptists  are  now  an  "easy 
street"  by  comparison! 

We  secured  M.  F.  Rayburn,  Meridian 
to  help  to  the  emergency.  He  spoke  to 
a  mutual  friend,  a  fine  young  layman, 
Grady  Smith  of  Meridtaa-Jacksoa  about 
tots  work  but  Grsdy  was  jnst  getting 
established  to  his  chosen  field.  We  then 
felt  ont  Mr.  M.  P.  L.  Berry  about  help¬ 
ing  ns  but  he  was  “placed.”  God  net 
leading  ns  at  the  time,  successfully,  to 
a  layman,  we  turned  to  a  fine  pastor, 
William  P.  Davis,  and  he  has  pern 
formed  sacrifically.  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  owe  him  much.

The  following  observations 
and  suggestion*  may  he  help¬ 
ful: 

1.  Much  ethical  disregard  Is 
sheer  ego.  Even  if  God  has 
highly  honored  us  by  calling 
us  into  His  ministry,  we  hold 
bo  monopoly  in  this  field,  and 
•ur  ministry  is  not  indispen¬ 
sable,  especially  to  those  who 
do  not  rightly  belong  to 
us.  A  pastor  told  me  once 
that  75  per  cent  of  his  Ka¬ 
te  n  ■  i  o  n  Deptnient  whose 
names  were  upon  his  church 
roll,  were  closely  visited  by 
another  pastor  a  few  blocks 
from  his  own  church.  He  said 
that  the  church  paper  and  bus 
service  of  his  neighbor  were 
always  in  evidence  in  those 
homes  to  break  down  his  own 
ministry  to  those  who  rightly 
belonged  to  him.  Such  high¬ 
handed  disregard  of  ethics 
would  not  be  countenanced 
•ven  by  rogues;  yet  under  the 
cloak  of  piaty  it  is  perpetrat¬ 
ed  in  the  name  of  Christ. 

2.  We  Baptist  pastors  ars 
too  much  a  group  of  Lone 
Eagles.  Our  boasted  liberty 
easily  degenerates  into  pious 
license. 

1  was  pastor  in  a  certain 
city  where  other  Baptist 
churches  were  located  some 
eight  blocks  from  my  pulpit 
in  opposite  directions.  Period¬ 
ically,  both  churches  swept 
past  my  church,  ringing  door 
bells  directly  in  front  of  my 
office  and  next  door  to  my 
own  church.  Even  at  the  pas- 
torium  the  census  takers  and 
personal  workers  would  plead 
with  the  passion  of  an  evangel 
for  me  to  join  their  church, 
and  ignore  my  own  church 
almost  next  door.  Only  when 
I  told  them  where  I  was  pas¬ 
tor  would  they  desist. 

S.  In  over-lapping  church 
communities,  it  is  inevitable 
that  a  pastor  , —  especially 
while  still  new  on  the  field — 
will  find  himself  in  a  home 
where  the  people  belong  to 
his  neighbor.  I  always  make 
such  a  visit  “short  and  sweet" 
with  explanation  that  I  did 
sot  know  such  was  the  case. 
Then  immediately  I  begin 
eomplimenting  their  own 
church  and  pastor.  1  get  out 
and  away  as  quickly  and  as 
graceful  as  possible.  I  some¬ 
times  wonder  if  some  of  my 
fellow  ministers  are  utterly 
devoid  of  all  ethical  concept, 
to  say  nothing  of  old-fashioo- 
ad  honesty  and  fair  play. 

4.  A  pastor  should  stay  out 
mt  the  homes  of  people  be¬ 


astly  hi  euphonic  Meals  but  in 
down-to-earth  everyday  prac¬ 
tices.

The  Baptist  Record

that  pastor.  One  of  ny  dea¬ 
eons  said  to  me  recently,  “Oh, 
■ay !  dM  you  see  Brother 
Blank  at  our  church  last  Sun¬ 
day?  He  and  his  family  are 
very  unhappy  in  their  church 
and  are  considering  joining 
our  church.  A  visit  from  you 
would  get  them."  I  took  the 
prospect's  name  and  address, 
not  to  visit,  but  to  be  sure  to 
avoid  that  house  in  my  visit- 
tog.  I  explained  to  my  well 
meaning  deacon  that  I  had  no 
right  to  go  into  that  home; 
that  it  be{ongs  to  my  brother 
to  the  ministry. 

5.  When  a  pastor  resigns  a 
field  he  should  stay  resigned 
and  not  break  his  successor's 
heart  and  keep  the  affections 
of  the  flock  divided.  To  keep 
one’s  thumb  stuck  in  the  new 
pastor’s  pie  is  to  make  an  un¬ 
palatable  plate  for  all  con¬ 
cerned.  To  advise  adversely  or 
to  comment  critically  upon 
the  present  program  of  vour 
successor  is  as  good  as  Satan 
wants. 

Or,  to  hover  around  for 
funeral  or  wedding  invita¬ 
tions  is  lamentable. 

No  former  pastor  should 
officiate  in  weddings  or  fun- 
orals  belonging  to  his  succes¬ 
sor  except  with  the  present 
pastor’s  cooperation  and  ap¬ 
proval — and  rarely  then. 

6.  Retired  ministers  often 
tried.  Retired  pastors  should 
be  slow  to  move  back  to  for¬ 
mer  pastorates.  Former  ties 
of  love  and  fellowship  so  eas¬ 
ily  spring  up  into  very  real 
problems  —  for  the  present 
pastor.  A  retired  preacher,  es¬ 
pecially  a  former  pastor  of  a 
flock,  can  be  a  benediction  or 
a  bleeding  to  his  successor;  a 
heartening  influence  or  a 
heartache.  To  live  among 
one’s  former  members  while 
another  pleads,  without  com¬ 
plications  is  the  supreme  test 
of  ethical  conduct,  but  it  can 
be  done.  There  are  among  us 
today  many  happy  cases  of 
such.  But,  as  a  rule,  it  is  risky 
business. 

The  vast  majority  of  us  are 
trying  to  be  square  in  playing 
according  to  the  rules.  It  is 
my  conviction  that,  as  in  a 
ball  game,  when  foul  play  is 
indulged  in,  it  should  be  called 
and  the  offender  shown  up. 

I  do  not  plead  for  an  arbi¬ 
trary  “Blue  Book"  of  rules, 
regulations  and  thou-shaK- 
B«ts.  But  physically,  mental¬ 
ly,  morally  and  ETHICALLY 
we  ministers  should  be  the 
cleanest  group  an  earth,  not

MAN  WHO  HELPED  TEXAS 
BAPTISTS  RAISE  MILLIONS 
SOON  TO  RETIRE 

EL  PASO,  Tex— (BP)— Dr.  J.  W 
Bruner,  modest  preacher  whose  work 
as  endowment  secretary  for  the  Bap¬ 
tist  General  Convention  of  Texas  has 
guided  millions  Into  Baptist  Institu¬ 
tions  and  work,  has  announced  hie 
retirement  for  the  near  future. 

Bespectacled,  deliberate  Dr.  Bruner 
said  a  lot  of  the  big  gifts  received  by 
his  department — in  which  he  was  a 
one-man  staff  and  whose  salary  ha* 
been  $6,292  a  year— came  simply  from 
giving  men  of  wealth  “Information." 
“A  lot  of  people,"  he  said,  "thought  I 
went  around  asking  for  money.

"In  1940  all  of  the  Institutions  had 
a  total  of  $6,519,408.98  In  endowment; 
these  same  Institutions  are  reporting 
$18,094,481.21  this  year,  in  1940  th# 
Baptist  schools  and  hospitals  had  a 
total  property  value  erf  $13,304,780.31. 
In  1949  the  property  value  of  tha 
schools  and  hospitals  Is  $29,153,035.18.

ADVENTISTS  TO  VISIT 
SIX  MILLION  HOMES 

ST.  LOU  18 —  (RNS)  —Seventh-day 
Adventists  In  this  country  plan  to 
visit  6.000.000  homes  in  1950,  it  was 
announced  here  at  the  denomina¬ 
tion’s  annual  fall  conference.  The 
mass  visitation  will  take  place  on 
March  4,  June  3  and  September  2. 

Plans  for  the  visitation  were  ex¬ 
plained  to  church  leaders  by  Elder 
Lemuel  E.  Esteb  of  South  Lancaster, 
Mass  ,  who  declared  "It  is  time  for 
religion  to  put  on  Its  boots  and  walk 
out  to  where  the  people  are.” 

Unprecedented  Adventist  growth 
was  reported  by  W.  R.  Beach  of  Berne. 
Switzerland,  who  said  that  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Southern  European  Divi¬ 
sion  had  doubled  to  62,000  in  three 
years. 

G.  A.  Lindsay  of  Stockholm,  Swed¬ 
en,  reported  that  the  Northern  Euro¬ 
pean  Division,  which  he  heads,  had 
also  grown.  In  Poland,  he  said,  mem¬ 
bership  has  trebled  since  1946.  In  Ice¬ 
land.  the  Adventists  are  second  In 
numbers  only  to  the  State  Lutheran 
Church.

Improved  Roce  Relotions  Is 
Voted  By  Oklahoma  Baptists 

OKLAHOMA  CITY— < BP)— Messen¬ 
gers  to  the  Baptist  General  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Oklahoma  voted  a  $900,000  Co¬ 
operative  Program  goal  for  I960. 

A  lengthy  social  service  report 
adopted  by  the  messengers  to  the 
convention  contained  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  “That  every  church  take  some 
definite  step  this  year  towards  im¬ 
proving  race  relations  in  your  com¬ 
munity  and  in  oer  nation."  Among 
suggested  step*  were  the  following: 
“Appoint  a  committee  In  your  church 
to  Investigate  the  conditions  and 
needs  ft  the  Negro  section  in  your 
community  and  bring  the  results  to 
your  people.  Ask  the  Negro  churches 
to  Join  with  you  to  simultaneous  re¬ 
vival  meetings.” 

In  addition  to  protesting  the  in¬ 
crease  In  the  number  and  treatment 
ft  drinking  scenes  to  motion  picture 
production,  the  report  recommended 
that  the  work  ft  the  Protestant  Film 
Association  be  oomm ended.  “Their 
efforts  to  produoe  high  quality  films 
are  meeting  with  success  as  witnessed 
by  their  widespread  use  to  churches 
and  religious  groups,”  the  report  said. 

The  convention  overwhelmingly 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas  we  reaffirm  that  Bits 
sonventton  has  no  right  to  make  a 
medal  statement  to  which  any  church 
must  subscribe,  we  do  affirm  that 
any  group  ft  Baptists,  large  er  wnall, 
have  the  Inherent  right  to  draw  ap 
tor  themselves  and  publish  to  the 
world  a  confession  ft  their  faith 
whenever  they  may  think  B  advisable 
to  do  so. 

“Therefore,  Be  B  resolved  that 
words  “Baptist  churches'*  which  ap¬ 
pear  to  Article  H,  Sec.  1  ft  our  con¬ 
stitution,  be  interpreted  to  mean 
churches  that  are  sound  to  faith  and 
practice  and  be  B  further  resolved. 

That  churches  which  accept  alien 
immersion,  practice  open  oomm  union 
er  affiliate  with  the  Federal  Council, 
World  Council  er  any  similar  union- 
totng  organization,  shall  be  consid¬ 
ered  unsound  to  faith  and  practice. 

-Be  B  further  iceolved  that  we 
urge  our  pastors  and  other  church 
workers  to  wage  a  campaign  ft 
teaching  that  aur  people  may  know 
the  importance  ft  preserving  the  se- 
dinanoes  as  they  were  delivered  by 
Jesus  Christ  and  also  the  hurt  that 
will  some  to  our  denomination  when 
churches  er  other  Baptist  bodies  en¬ 
ter  into  entangling  alliances  with  un¬ 
ionizing  movements’

The  ordinance  was  drawn  up  by 
same  ft  the  elty  staff  after  a  recom¬ 
mendation  by  Fred  R.  Johnson,  city 
Bqarrr  control  director.  Johnson  said 
•m  recommendation  was  made  after 
requests  for  such  an  ordinance  had 
been  received  by  his  office. 

Under  present  city  law,  the  sale 
ft  Intoxicants  Vs  prohibited  within 
W  tost  ft  church  property.  However, 
the  wording  ft  the  ordinance  allows 
church  group  to  get  special  permits 
to  sell  beer  at  carnivals. 

The  city  council  rejected  the  new 
measure  after  protests  were  made  by 
the  Kansas  City  Ministerial  Alliance, 
groups  represented  in  the  Kansas  City 
Oowaell  ft  Churches,  and  a  Lutheran 
eogantzatlon.

Ark— (BP-  -  Arkan¬ 
sas  Baptists  meeting  here  In  their 
SOth  annual  session  and  the  first  of 
their  second  century  voted  a  budget 
of  Sl.Oli.OOO 07  for  1950.  the  largest  In 
their  history,  with  $318  000  07  going  te 
Bouthwide  causes. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported 
was  14.7SO.  an  inereaae  of  753  over 
lad  year.  A  change  h»  the  convention 
constitution  was  adopted  to  the  ef- 
feet  that  no  member  of  any  board  of 
any  institution  of  the  convention 
might  at  the  same  time  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Board. 

The  messengers  deplored  efforts  be¬ 
ing  made  in  the  national  Congress  to 
break  down  the  American  principle 
of  separation  of  church  and  state  and 
registered  Its  protest  against  the  re¬ 
cent  action  of  the  Arkansas  General 
Assembly  tn  appropriating  $50,000  to 
the  8chool  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  the  Oxarks,  a  Presbyterian 
institution. 

The  convention  voted  to  reruse  to 
■eat  messengers  from  any  church  that 
accepts  alien  immersion,  practices 
open  communion,  or  affiliates  with 
any  bfhnch  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches,  World  Council  of  Churches, 
or  any  other  organisation  similar  to 
or  growing  out  of  such.  A  resolution 
was  passed  looking  toward  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  taking  over  Southern  Baptist 
College,  Walnut  Ridge,  aa  an  Institu¬ 
tion  of  the  convention.

Push  Dry  Campaign 

ENID,  Okla— (RNS>— The  United 
Dry  Association  of  Oklahoma  has  an¬ 
nounced  It  will  not  accept  Got  Roy 
J.  Turner's  refusal  to  open  a  special 
session  of  the  legislature  to  measure* 
tightening  the  state's  prohibtion 
laws. 

A  statement  announcing  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Drys'  position  was  Issued  her* 
Jointly  by  David  Shapard,  the  organi¬ 
sation's  attorney,  and  the  Rev.  Roy 
S.  Hollomon,  its  executive  secretary. 

"We  feel  that  we  can  show  Gover¬ 
nor  Turner  in  a  short  time,"  the 
statement  said,  “that  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  state  call  for  his  action, 
and  that  the  majoriy  of  the  people 
desire  it. 

“We  feel  that  when  the  governor  Is 
shown  this,  he  will  submit  the  matter 
to  the  legislature  In  a  supplemental 
message  if  he  does  not  include  it  in 
the  original  call." 

Meanwhile,  a  civic  betterment 
group  recently  organised  in  Cushing 
has  s%krd  city  commissioners  to  run 
Cushing  bootleggers  out  of  business. 
A  total  of  112  persons  signed  a  peti¬ 
tion  asking  the  all-out  war  against 
bootleggers. 

Cooperation  of  federal  officers  has 
been  assured,  according  to  the  Rev. 
Ray  Snodgrass,  of  Enid,  president  of 
the  Okla.  Drys.  He  said  that  frequent 
liquor  raids  are  being  made  in  many 
counties,  and  that  “the  flow  from 
wholesale  houses  In  surrounding  wet 
states  has  been  shut  off." 

“We  aren’t  through  yet,”  Mr  Snod¬ 
grass  declared.  "The  Christian  people 
of  Oklahoma  have  begun  a  battle 
which  they  Intend  to  wage  until  full 
victory  has  been  won.*

Georgia  Baptists  Emphasize 
Evangelism,  Coop  Program 

AUGUSTA.  Ga.— (BP)— The  Geor¬ 
gia  Baptist  Convention  has  voted  to 
increase  Its  Cooperative  Program  goal 
for  1950  with  a  continued  50-50  di¬ 
vision  of  distributable  funds  between 
state  and  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  causes.  The  distributable  fund 
goal  will  be  $1,167,400,  an  Increase  of 
$145,000  over  the  budget  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  year. 

Keynotes  of  the  128th  session,  meet¬ 
ing  here  where  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  was  organized  in  1845, 
were  on  the  Cooperative  Program -and 
Ns  relation  to  missions  and  upon  the 
evangelistic  crusade  within  the  state. 

Secretary  of  Evangelism  H.  C. 
Whitener  told  the  convention  that  re¬ 
ports  from  78  of  the  88  associations 
gave  an  incomplete  total  of  26.678 
baptisms  during  the  year — 486  more 
than  the  total  of  all  associations  the 
previous  year.  He  said  all  associations 
were  planning  to  cooperate  in  the 
1951  simultaneous  crusade. 

Dr.  Spring  Dowell,  president  of  Mer¬ 
cer  University,  was  re-elected  presi¬ 
dent  pf  thf  convention  for  a  second 
year.

I interference  Ig  Charged  To 
Oklahoma  City  Polica 

OKLAHOMA  CITY— (BP)— City  po¬ 
lice  were  accused  of  Interfering  with 
a  dry  parade  sponsored  by  the  United 
Drys  on  a  recent  Saturday  afternoon, 
according  to  Dr.  L  L.  Yearby,  pastor 
of  Trinity  Baptist  Church,  who  served 
as  county  chairman.  Police  attempt¬ 
ed,  Yearby  said,  bo  break  the  two- 
mile  long  parade  consisting  of  $25 
decorated  cars  and  $0  floats  into 
small  Ineffective  groups  in  spite  of  a 
regular  parade  license  granted  for  the 
occasion  and  promised  police  protec¬ 
tion.  A  formal  protest  was  being  filed 
with  the  police  department. 

Thurman  J.  Jordan,  lay  spokesman 
for  the  group,  cited  Instances  of  con¬ 
tempt.  One  policeman  attempted  bo 
stop  the  parade  by  telling  one  of  tho 
sections  that  it  was  all  over.  Another 
motorcycle  officer  was  overheard  bo 
say  bs  a  pedestrian  who  wanted  bo 
cross  the  street,  "Go  on  through, 
they  (the  paradero)  sn  probably 
drunk  anyway." 

‘"The  net  result,"  sakl  Jordan,  "was 
that  a  great  parade  and  demonstra¬ 
tion  against  liquor,  repeal,  sin,  crime, 
was  broken  up  Into  sections,  divided, 
slowed  down,  and  seemingly  hamper¬ 
ed  in  every  way  possible  by  civil  sna- 
ployees  who  were  supposed  be  be  do¬ 
ing  their  duty  In  an  unbiased  man¬ 
ner."
